Allies Push Wedge Through Invading 


Forces Thirteen Miles North 


of Lille 


SLIGHT 
ADVANTAGE 
GAINED 


Germans Lose Chief Move by Failing 


to Maintain Straigh Line 


From Lille to Ostend.

allies are

have pushed a wedge through the lo ­ 
ading forces thirteen miles north 
of Lille and for the first time since 
the series of 
battles in the

commenced they have pushed their 
forces east of Lille. 
The advantage 


gained is slight— two miles— hut ii is 
ledared at

headquarters 
here it is extremely important. 
The 
lilies are now in a position to en- 


*elop the German right flank and it 


is confidently expoefe* 1 here that they 
will he able to do so within the next 
week or ten days.

Germans had mounted searchlight 
to command the territory and after 
helling the allied position with great 
vigor, they essayed an assault 
in 
force. 
The French forces, however, 


had been given timely warning of the 


massing of the German infantry and 


a score of masked batteries were in 
vaiting. 
Tin* Germans advanced in 


their usual massed formation, sing- 
ng as they came, but they were lil 


erally cut to pieces by the force of 


the French three inch guns and the 


rapid-firers

commanded the

the fighting ended temporarily the 


German line had been forced

Ians, major, minor and outlaw, arc 
hereby warned to 
tight and take 
firm hold on themselves. 
For this 
winter the old baseball boat is going 
to be rocked a> it was never rocked 
before and any who haven’t got a 
death grip will go overboard sure. 


The magnates 
ate 
not 
talking 
much— for once. 
That in itself is 
an ominous sign, for when a base­ 
ball magnate won’t talk, one 
may 
well know that something is brewing 
and something of a mighty serious 
character at that. 
But confab after 
confab is being held behind closed 
doors and many mighty important 
missives are passing back and forth 
between the ruling powers in 
the 
baseball world. 


•Just what is going to happen \> 
hard to forecast. 
One thing is cer­ 
tain, however, and that is that when 
the gong rings in the .spring o f 1915 
for the getaway in the baseball world 
the field will have a vastly different 
appearance to the one it presented 
during the past season. The warring 


p o w e rs in Europe won’t massage the 
face of that country anymore than 
the kings of baseball will muss up the 
looks of baseball this winter. 
The reaxoi for this change is very 
plain—baseball clubs throughout the 
country lost more money during the 
past >cason than ever before in their 
history. 
And there are few 
who 
don’t believe that the cause lie*- in 
the Federal league and tliev also think 
that if baseball is to continue a s a 
profitable business that peace will 
have to be made with the Federals. 
It isn’t that the 
Federal 
league 
] made the two major league clubs lose 
j -o much money. They didn’t do that. 
But the clubs they »lid hurt und hurt 
badly, are the C la s s A A teams, mak­ 
ing up the American Association, the 
international league and the Pacific 
Coast 
League. 
The Western 
and 
Southern leagues, C a s s A organiza­ 
tions. were handled terrific wallops, 
too, in the shape of greatly reduced 
profits. 
The great race in the National lea­ 
gue enabled that venerable body to 
toddle through the season with a le t­ 
ter profit on a whole than it has had 
in sometime. 
Boston’s great 
spurt 
from the bottom to the top 
after 
July 1, ent an interest to that organi­ 
zation that resulted in packed parks 
and big gate receipts. 
The Ameri­ 
can league didn’t fare so well as the 
Athletics early got away in the lead 
and staved there. 
At the American 


league clubs didn't lose enough to 
scare them any. 
But the heads of the American and 
National leagues realize that 
they 
| have got to do something to appease 
J the powers in the Class A A leagues. 
The International league is clearly on 
the rocks. 
The Federals 
walloped 
that organization unmercifully. Ami 
the International league is a great 
asset of the major leagues. 


In fact, the entire structure 
of 
baseball depends 
on 
the 
minor 
leagues. 
The major leagues have to 
have them to develop young players 
and to take care of the surplus tal­ 
ent. 
They could no more do without 
them than an aeroplane could fly 
without an engine. 
And the minors 
are demanding, and in no uncertain 
terms, that the majod leagues make 
peace with the Federals. 
They don’t 
care just how peace is brought about 
but peace they want and peace they 
say they must have. 


The Federal league hasn’t made a 
mint of money. 
But late reports in­ 
dicate that enough 
of 
t he 
clubs 
finished tlie season with a balance on 
the right side of the sheet to make it 
certain that they'll stick in the fight 
for sometime to come. Just how the 
Federal league is going to fare in th: 
coming peace parley is hard to de­ 
termino. 
If the club owners arc.and 
the circuit put their tight ciiiiuL in 
the hands of “Jim’’ Gilmore, tlieir 
scrapping president, it is certain ihat 
they wil come off pretty well in the 
negotiations. 


There is considerable talk, however 
to tlie effect that some of the club 
owners are weakening and that if 
word reaches them from organized 
baseball that they will be taken care 
of. that they are liable to sell 
out. 
If a couple or even one of the Fed­ 
eral league club owners make any 
negotiations of his own 
with 
the 
enemy, Gilmore won’t be able i»> fight 
nearly a s effectively and the chances 
of the Feds getting much out of the 
settlement will be very slim. 
Gilmore stoutly asserts, however, 
that his club owners are all loyal to 
a man and ihat they’ll 
see 
him 
through to finish.

around the cathedral.

whose eyes had been gouged out. 
Inside I found tin* sexton kneeling 
alone under the great nave, about 
him an ineh thick on the Hour, the 
broken hits of glass which had been 
the stained windows.

in the pews, on the* altar, covering 
the sacram ent service, the embroi­ 
dered silk cloth with its symbols re­ 
presenting ihe Last 
Supper,
